Dear Mr. Kenney: 

This is the final response to your July 8, 2018 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, a 
copy of which is enclosed for your convenience. We received your request on July 9, 2018 and 
assigned it case number 18-F-1298. We ask that you use this number when referring to your request. 

The Offices of Litigation Counsel, and Personnel & Health Policy within the Office of 
General Counsel (OGC), a component of the Office of the Secretary of Defense (OSD), conducted a 
search of their records systems based on the information provided in your request. After thorough 
searches of the electronic records and files of OGC, no records of the kind you described could be 
identified. We believe that these search methods were appropriate and could reasonably be expected 
to produce the requested records if they existed. 

This FOIA Office only processes requests for the Office of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Staff. There is no central FOIA processing point for records for the entire Department of 
Defense. Also, after careful review of the timeframe you requested, we determined that historical 
information, if it exists, may be under the cognizance of the National Archives and Records 
Administration (NARA). You may request this information directly from NARA by submitting your 
request to the following address:
